TARTARY BUCKWHEAT 


Tartary Buckwheat is an annual, 
with erect stems 6 inches to 2 feet in 
height. The weed is usually visable 
above grain during the early season. 
Uncrowded . plants have numerous 
large ‘eaves, but when crowded, leav- 
és are mostly at top of stems and 
branches. Leaves arrow shaped, usual+ 
ly bro.der than long, one to 4 Inthes 
wide. The plant is quite watery, stems 
crush or bend easily and the plant 
wilts rapidly. 

Flowers small, white borne at the 
apex of main stems and on stalks ar- 
ising from attachments to main stems. 
Flowers by June and green seed devel- 


ops almost as soon as flowers appear. 
Seed is three angled, tapers to apex 


but blunt at germ end; about one- 
eighth inch. long, greenish grown to 
dirty black colour. Three angles are 
distinct, the margin of each angle has 
a central crest; a longitudinal grove 
is plain on each face. 


The size and shape of seed ma 


almost impossible to separa 
wheat. A small percentage [n wheat. 
causes a ‘rejected’ grade. Rapid leafy 
growth smothers grain and reduces 
yield. Seeds drop early and _ pollute 
soil.

STARTLING EXAMPLES “ 
OF SOIL EROSION 


Anyone who has taken the troubk 
to watch a heavy rain brush or rol 
the surface soil down a slope may hav« 
been reminded of a giant planing mi! 
shaving the rough surface off a plank. 
Slowly and surely the surface is re 
moved, 

In soil erosion measurements by the 
field Husbandry Division at the Cen- 
‘ral Experimental Farm in Ottawa, 
says Dr. P. O. Ripley, Dominion Fiela 
Husbandman, it was somewhat start- 
‘ing to learn in 1945 that in the four 
months, June to October, 15 inches of 
rainfall shaved 31.0. tons of ‘soil per 
icre from the surface of a field of corn 
»lanted and cultivated up and down a 
i0 per cent: slope. On June 17, 1946, 45 
cons of soil per acre were washed off 
the same plot by 3 inches of rain in 
sxactly one hour.

WEEDS—A FARMER'S 
CONSTANT PROBLEM 


Most things depend. upon the’ point 
of view of the beholder, and even some 
of the flowering weeds can be attrac- 
tive—on someone else’s farm. But to 
the practical farmer, however attrac- 
tive the flowers, and however euphon- 
fous their name—foxtail, shepherd's 
purse, tumbling mustard—they are 
only hindrances which create a con 
stant problem to, efficient production

SEED TREATMENT 


More farmers in Western Canada 
should realize that seed treatment is 
a sound, practicable and _ profitable 
farm practice. 


There are two very good reasons 
why seed treatment slouid be mure 
widely practiced than it is. (1) Exten- 
sive sced investigations and surveys 
have shown that a large proportion of 
the seed grain sown in Western Can- 
ada each year carries disease produc- 


“ing organisms, or ie damaged by 


thresh'ng or weathering ir sutticiens 
amount to make seed treatmer' “er- 
essary. (2) The smut situation in Wert 
ern Canada is serious Smut losses, er 
pecially those caused by bunt (Stiny 
ing Smut) of wheat, have increase? 
considerably in recent years. 

Is seed treatment necessary? Todcy 
there is only one answer to this ques 
tion, It is this. Uniess seed of wheax 
oats, barley and flax is known to be 


‘disease free. and undamaged, treatment 


is necersary. In other w.rds, unless a 
farmer knows that his seed is healthy, 
sound and strong, seed treatment is 
strongiv recommended. 


Retommended treatments. The treat : 


ments generally adopted and recom- 
mended for treating seed of wheat, 
oats, barley and flax are the organio 
mercury dusts (Ceresan, Leytosan. 
etc.) In fact these mercury compounds 
are now the chosen weapons of defence 
against attacks by the important seed 
borne diseases of small grain crops. 
Covering the seed with a mercury 
dust before ‘planting has a three fold 


‘effect. (1) It controls surface borne. 


smut. (2) It destroys seedling blight 
and root. rotting fungi carried.on or 
near the surface of the seed. (3) It 
gives the seed wher sown censiderable 
protection against, the attack. of soil 
inhabl‘ing organisms that may rot the 
seed, In other words, treatment with 


Ceresan or Leytosan performs two im- | 


portant functions. It disinfects and 
protects the seed. 

Procadure and _ precautions. .The 
chief facts to remember tn “the treat- 
ment of’small grains with an organic 
mercury dust. i 

1. Seed should be thoroughly cleaned 


2. For wheat, oats, and barley the’ 


rate of application is one-half ounce 
per bushel of seed. For flax, use one 
and one half ounces per bushel 

3. Thorough mixing of seed and dust 
is essential. Every seed should be thor- 
oughly covered with dust, 

4. Troat the seed at least 24 hours 
before it is sown, 7 days before plant-

PROFITABLE WAY TO 
FEED WINTER STEERS . 

Profits from winter steer feeding 
are largely governed by the relative 
market value of steers in fall and 
spring with the cost of feed, labour 
and housing. Other factors to be can- 
sidered include the selection of good 
feeders and general management, says 
E. Van Nice, Dominion Experimenta) 
Station, Scott, Sask. When feed grain 
is available at 1 to 14% cents. per pound 
and reasonable gains are obtained, a 
spread of two cents per paund be- 
tween -uying and selling price gives a 
good profit. Long yearlings are usual- 
ly fed from 130 to 150 days and calves 
approximately 200 days. 

No lorns should be allowed in_ the 
feed lot and dehorning trials at the 
Scott Station indicate that a steer de- 
horned at the beginning of the feeding 
Period cannot be expected to make the 
total gaing of a similar steer already 
dehorned, consequently in buying feed 
ers horned cattle are not worth as 
much.

That your Committee’ controlling 
this Department experienced a diffi-

WATER AND SEWAGE 

During’ the past year we ‘had four 
breaks in our water system. Two of 
these from frost and two from pieces 
of wood lodging in the hydrant valves 
These have been repaired at a cost of 
$424.00. We have also installed a by- 
pass to our pumping system in the 
basement, of the Town Hall which we 
hope will stop any possible breaks to | 
our water main caused by too muchi 
pressure. The cost of this was $200.00. 

And now to continue with the Water 
and Sewage Project. Most of you will | 
have noticed in our local newspaper 
that we have made some progress. As 
4 matter of fact we hope to let the con: 
tract during the next month. The/| 
work on this project will start early 
in May and if our orders for material | 
come in as promised, at least half of 
the system of water and sewage will 
be in this year. This was much more 
than we had hoped for but by pressing 
here and there we now have a prom- 
ise from one of the large suppliers, not 
to hold up our project once it has been 
started. .

PROPERTY AND ASSESSMENT 

During the year 1948 the Town sold 
43 lots for a total of $1205.00., 34 bulld- 
ing permits were issued by the Build- 
ing Ihspector aggregating building 
construction of $97,000.00, We do. how- 
ever have to bear in mind that the 
building permits are issued according 
to present.day values while the assess- 
ment s based on 1986 values, which 
increases our assessment only abdoiit 
50% of the amount of the building per 
mits. 

During the past year ‘the gindértte 
of properties sold were for residential 
construction... Since the. last annua: 
meeting of the Town of Wainwright 
there has been completed and opened 
here one,of the best equipped hospi- 
tals to be found anywhere, and this is 
something that we can‘all be very 
proud of. This new hospital serves a 
large arew and was very badly necded. 

In August 1948 a start was made on 
the new P.M.C. Arena under the cap- 
able direction of Mr,,Gene Tory. The 
town was fortunate in being able to 
purchase the abattoir buildings from 
the old Buffalo Park for ‘the sum of 
$1750.00. There was much labour don- 
ated for dismantling these 
and a lot of good material salvaged 
for the new Arena, To date there has‘ 
been $1611.30 ‘recovered of the purchase 
. ‘ce from the sale of material that 
could not be used to advantage in the 
new building, and there is still ap- 
proximately $500.00 worth of material

ANNUAL HEALTH REPORT 

When the report ef this committee 
was made last year the primary pro- 
blem that had been faced during. the 
year 1947 was stated to be the disposal 
of wastes of the sorts within the town 
limits. During that year we had had a 
very unsatisfactory service from. the: 
collectors of the refuse in the town, 
and as a result the sanitation situation 
was very poor. 

During 1948 this condition has im- 
proved but ts still far from satisfac- 
tory. The present collectors are doing 
a very geod job but the town has 
grown to such an extent that the prim 
itive type of sanitation we are required 


‘| to use here has proven most unsatis- 


factory. As in 1947 this has been our 
main problem and the only remedy we 
can see for it is the installation of a 
proper sewage disposal system. Mat- 
erials will begin to arrive in April and 
this projéct should be well advanced 
by. fall. . 3 

The early spring run off in 1948 
caused serious flood conditions in the 
town and this resulted in the contam- 
ination of many shallow wells. As the 
flood: waters flowed through septic 
tanks and out door privies all citizens’ 
were warned to boil all water before 
drinking it, and a method of prification 
for such wells was published following 
the flood. One case of Parathyphoid 
Fever was reported during this time 
and the well used by this case was 
found to be contaminated. However, 
we were fortunate enough to avoid a 
major epedemie. 

The work of this Department has 
been greatly improved by the Board of 
Health which has done an excellent 
job this year. Under the direction of 
the Medical Officer of .Health Dr. J. EB. 
Bradley, steps were taken to have the 
milk supply of the town checked. The 
provincial department concerned was 
unable, to supply the personnel to test 
herds and .we therefore are still not 
satisfied that our raw milk supply is 
pure. However, we are still intending 
to have these herds checked and certi- 
fied, 

We have been fortunate this year in 
again having ‘the hygiene facilities, of 
the Army to Inspect local eating es- 
tablishments. When an establishment 
was found to be below standard the 
army warned them that if it was not 
brought up to standard it would be 
placed out of bounds. On the recom- 
mendation of the Board of Health the 
town agreed that any restaurants plac- 
ed out of bounds by the army were cer 
tainly unfit for civilian use, and the 
restaurants were warned that the 


town would take steps to have offend-

The following is a brief report of the 
activities of The Wainwright Munici- 
pal Hospital Board during the year 
1948. 

The hospital had a very successful 


ing of the new addition. 

The total number of patients treated 
during the year was 2,143 compared 
to 1,455 for the previous year, showing 
an increase of 678 patients. This total 
is made up of 1,503 in-patients and 
630 out-patients. There were 699 medi- 
cal cases, 427 surgical cases; 193 ob- 
stetrical cases and 196 births. The 
total number of days secs Lanett 
was 10,712. 

Due to the increased costs of mat- 
erials anid labor, it was found that the 
original debenture issue wotld not 
cover the cost of completing the hos- 
pital. It. Was found necessary tu ask 
the people to vote another $20,000.00 
for the completion of ‘the hospital. 
This sum was approved with a large 
majority. | 

The new addition was: opened on 
Sept. 9th, 1948 and is fulfilling our 
highest hopes: As with any new build. 
ing there are a few flaws, but these 
are being remedied as quickly as pos- 
sible.

Your zvology department at the 
University has kept up with these 
conservation ideas. We have enlarged 
our teaching and research staff to four 
persons and we now offer a course In 
wildlife management to those small 
numbers of students. whose interests 
lie in this field, Actually, twenty-one 
students are enrolled this year. 'n this 
conservation course, 
these, only a few will wish to make a 
career of such work. We have o great 
many students who would like to get 
into this field but we have to discour- 
age most of them. Employment of pro- 
fessional zoologists is restricted pretty 
well to the Civil Service; the. number 
that can find employment here is still 
small and the salaries are low compar 
ed to the salaries that other profes- 
sional scientists. may expect. 

The 7voology department does a great 
deal besides teaching, although teach- 
ing is possibly the function which tak- 
es the most of our time. Bach of us in 
the department has one or more re-' 
search projects covering such fields as 
development of animals (embryology), 
animal parasites and disease, fish and 
wildlife management, animal 
recognition of different kinds of ani- 
mals and bird migration.

Germination Tests Are Important 

The purpose of this report is to 
emphasize the importance of ger- 
mination tests. 

Line Elevators Farm Service has 
just completed germination tests on 
4,470 farmers’ samples of wheat, 
oat, barley and flax seed from all 
over’ Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta. ' The results, showing the 
percentage of samples tested in 


which the germination was below 
71 per cent, are given in the 
accompanying table. 
Percentage of Samples 
' Germinating Less Than 71% 
Ctop Manitoba Sask. Alberta 
“Wheat .... 10.9 1.9 ° 48 
Oats®........ 0.0 , 98 30.4 
Barley 0.0 8.0 22.4 
‘Flax ........ 38 15 20.7 


The above’ results show that in 
10.9% of the wheat samples from 
Manitoba, and in 48% of the 
Alberta wheat samples, the germina- 
‘tion was below 71%. They also 
show 'that many Saskatchewan farm 
seed stocks of oats and barley, 9.3% 
and 8.0% ‘respectively, are ger- 
minating poorly this year. It is 
evident that. the most serious seed 
‘germination situation exists in 
Alberta. For instance, in 30.4% of 
the oat samples, 224% of the 
barley samples, and in 20.7% of the 
flax samples tested from Alberta 
farms, the germination fell below 
the 71% level. 

Farmers in the northern districts 
of Alberta and Saskatchewan would 
be well advised to have their small- 
grain seeds tested for germination 
this'year. In fact, 
sary for many of them, owing to 
frost damage, to secure new seed. 
Fortunately, there are abundant 
supplies of Registered and Certified 
seed available this ‘year, and they. 
are moderately priced, ‘Don’t take 
a chance. Plant good seed this 
spring. 

Many farmers ate taking advan- 
tage of the free seed: testing service 
offered by Line Elevators Farm 
Service. If you are not too sure 
about the germinating capacity of 
.your seed, consult your local Line 
Elevator agent. He can help you 
with your seed problems.
